There was a large attendance al 

the closing exercises yesterday after 

noon of I he I >caf and Dumb Instilu- 
lion. on the II mlson River, fool, of 
Mi'-M si reel. Before lhe exercises 

began many availed themselves of the 

opportunity to stroll about the 
>us grouuds and inspect the 

institution. Everything was in per- 
fect order, indicating the most com- 
plete and thorough success in every 
branch id' lhe management. Dr. Isaac- 
Lewis Peet, the principal, who has 

charge of edacal ioual the department, 

has evidently left nothing undone to 
insure I he- fullest possible benefits to 

the pupils as far us lies in his power 

and thai of the Lice corps of profes- 
sors and teachers under him to 

minister to their educational necces- 

sities. In the administrative depart- 
ment, under the direction of Dr. 

William Porter, the superintendent 
and head physician, the synie enlarg- 
ed experience ami careful supervisory 
foresight are apparent. 

The chapel was crowded to its 
utmost capacity at three P. at., when 
ihc exercises began. All tin- mem- 
bers of the faculty, nearly all t he- 
directors, and many other prominent 
citizens were present Bs Judge 
Davies, President of tin- Hoard of 
Directors, made a tew introductory 
remarks briefly reciting the history id' 
the institution from its foundation in 
1818, when there were live pupils, 
whereas at the present time there 
were over live hundred. His remarks 

were rendered in the sign language 
!-\ Dr. Peet. for the benefit of i be 
students, and so too the- subsequent 
bj i in- Bev. Mr. Green. The 
exhibitions of lhe pupils, under the 
direction of Dr. Peet, which follow- 
ed, were of the most, interesting 
character. First, seven boys who have 
been in the institution less than a year, 
with ages varying from six to eleven, 

Were called to tin- platform and went 
through a variety of elementary ex 

ercises. illustrating the mode of their 

primary education. Their aptness in 
picking up from a table articles 
whose names were written on the 

blackboard was wonderful. The 

teaching bee-ins with objects lessons, 
objects being introduced having 
all tin- letters of the alphabet, and at 
ihc same time become expert and 
correct writers, which all these little 
pupils showed themselves to be' in 
their exercises. A young graduate, 
by a series of most ingenious ami 
laughable pantomimes which would 
secure his fortune on the stage, gave 
to the boys, at the suggestion of 
different persons in the audience, 

some pantomimic problems, such as 
"a girl milking a cow," "An old 
woman kuitting u stocking," "A boy 
loading a gun and shooting a bird 

and "Having h tooth pulled." 

Everj boy wrote the solutions quickly 

on the black board. Illustrations o\' 

the " Practical alphabet," as it. is 
called, followed, ami then the exercises 

in articulation and lip reading, nndei 
the direction of IVofc-ssor !■'. Henry 
furrier, which was simply wonderful. 
Six members of the graduating class 
three young men and three young 
ladies illustrations on the 

blackboard oi epistolary corn-spun 
cience. They all wrote to tin- point, 
and in the selection of language 
were singularly felicitioiis. Two 
young graduates, who are, it is slat- 
ed, earning fine incomes at crayon 
drawing, were called upon the plat- 
form and introduced to the audience.

— In 
southwest comer of Piscataquis 
County lies the farming town of Park- 

man, twelve miles west of Dovor. 
This usually peaceful eimimimity is 
excited over the foul murder of Alvin 
Watson on Sunday night, and omin- 
ous threats are made to lynch tho 
author of Ihe crime. Alvin Watson 

was a tingle man, ;.'? years old. of In- 
offensive disposition, and has lived 
alone in a little house about three 
miles from I'aikman Cuiier. He wiih 

a. farmer just Bettiug on in tbe world, 

and, though his lift! had been solitary, 

be intended soon to take a wife, the 
daughter of a neighboring farmer. 

Yesterday morning at ti o'clock Wat- 
son's corpse was fonml by some vil- 
lagers lyipg on the ground about fifty 
feel from his house weltering in blood. 
There was a n'\ en- wound on tho 

throat, which severed the jugular vein, 
and on the hip and aide were fright- 
ful cuts made With a sharp knife, 

numbering in all forty-nine wounds. 

Suspicion at once pointed to Byron 

Ohadboufa, a deaf and dumb man of 

20 years as the murderer. On Hun- 
day night, he was seen going towards 
Watson's house at about '.I o'clock, 
anil was also seen lo return at II. 
The mute was i|ucstioned regarding 

tho murder, and he explained, as beet 

he eieild, that he went to slop wit!; 
Watson that, night, and that, three 
men came and attacked them and 
Unit he ran away. Chadbouin had a 
few slight, wounds on his person. 
suspicion was very strong against 
him, as his reputation is bad. Tho 
a u thorites oanie to the conclusion that 

Obadl rn did the deed, and they 

caused his arrest, and that of his whole 
family. 
Subsequently young Chadbourn 

confessed that he did kill Watson. 
He showed the knife with which ho 
did the deed, and went Ihrou.-h 

motions descriptive of his method 

of doing the ghastly work. lie 

is very cool about il. and does not. 

D to possess human feeling. 

There it a strong suspicion that the 

father and the mother of the mute 
were implicated in the crime, and 
one of the neighbors lest i lies that ho 
h.iw blood on the Old man's face. 
The son was covered with blood, and 
hail every appearance of having been 

the actor in a terrible struggle. 

The deed was not, done for money, 
and some future development, must 

reveal i he oau.se of the tragedy. 
Chadbonm has given no reason for 

the crime, nor docs he appear to re- 
alize I he enormity of it. The theory 
is that < Miailhoiirn and his confeti- 

- rates placed themselves under tho 

lower window of Watson's house and 
made some noise which attracted the 
hitler's attention; that this OaUl ed tho 
rictim to put bll head out, and that 

then the murderer seised him and 
■tabbed him in the throat, severing 

tin- jugular vein. The bloody con- 
dition of the room points to the fact 

that the subsequenl struggle must 

have taken plaoe In doors, and that 
the body was then dragged to the 

back of I he shed.

such marked improvements is only to 

be found where there are few if any 
signs. On the whole, our visit was 
tho greatest success of the season, 
and we lind il impossible to express 
our admiration of the noble work 
done at that Institution.

Hi. re. it JoritNAi. : — In my extended 

travels in the United States and 

Oansdas, I have visited and observed 
many of the different schools Eoi 

mutes, and 1 like the Day Schools of 

Chicago, St. Loois and Cincinnati 

than any others, for the super- 
ior advantages enjoyed by their pupils 
for the reason, wbiletbe inmates of 
the large institutions are - obliged to 
converse only with each other the 
day school pupils return daily to 
their own homes, and in their own 
families get much of that part of 

education which they most 
need — an interchange ol ideas with 
hearing people, which is so great a 
help to them in their language and 
style of writing. It would be a great 

benefit to deaf-mutes in all parts of 
the country if they oould enjoy the 

advantages afforded by these day 
schools. It, would be a blessing to 
many in large cities, who are without 
the means to send a child to a distant 
school, and often such children are 
in-ver educated, I have known many 
sueh cases myself. The parents were 
poor, ignorant perhaps themselves, 
and unwilling U) Hcnd their unfortiin 
ate to a distant school, even if the 
means were furnished them by the 
d band of a good Christian 
ty. 
In the large cities of the l 
day school for deaf mutes would be 
a blessing to many wbo are unable to 
■end their children to a large institu- 
tion. Philadelphia once had one, but 
the teacher having been offered a po- 
sition in the Pennsylvania Institution, 

abandoned the school ; which was, I 

think, 8 grave mistake. 

I have visited the institutions at 
Faribault, Columbus, Indianapolis, 
Philadelphia, Pittsburg, San Francis 

00 and NOW York. Those of the 
Western cities seem very earnest in 
their efforts to instruct their pupils. 
There many Catholie p-ii-.nt- 

wbo dare not send their mute chil 
dren away into a J'i.i. itant school, 
where they will be obliged to conform 
to the rules of an institution which 
will teach them a different creed from 
own. 
Doubtless there are enough deaf 
mutes in all the large citieH of the 
east to assure a good attendance at a 
day school and keep at least one 
teacbet busy. The advantages to the 

pupils themselves would be very 

great. They would be at their own 
homes, and as their education advane 
ed, they could, by constant inter* 

change of ideas and language with 
bearing people, underttand far mors 

olearly what they wen- learning d olv 
from their teacher, and also by tleir 

being constantly among hearing peo 

dd impart their own style of 
talking to their families and friends, 

making a wider circle of people 

who understand their I , and 

creating a greater interest in them 

-' all classes. In this way, the 

ante will be less isolated, and 1 

believe will bo all the hell,, r for it. 
If tluir langua aes more uni- 

versally known, the different trades 
will be Open to them, and their in 
st ruction in different arts will be far 

Ju most of our institutions, the 

number of occupations in which they 

are instructed is of a necessity very 
limited, and includes only shoemak 
ing, cabinet work and sewing. Ths 

Pennsylvania Institutional Philadel- 
phia, has a school for lithography, 

which is a good thing, and I fervent 
ly wish it success. Still, there me 
things which deaf mutes can do, 
and with t lisbment of a few 

day schools whereby our In. 

may become better known, deaf-mutes 

may fill positions and follow OCCUpS 
tions from which they have hitherto 

red.
